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A guided bicycle Tour through Rotterdam 


A BICYCLE TOUR THROUGH ROTTERDAM. 
In an earlier issue of Neerlandia I read about Rotterdam. Therefore, 
during a recent visit to The Netherlands, I booked a guided bicycle 
tour conducted by my youngest nephew. Sjoerd showed me his 
beloved Rotterdam and, encouraged by his enthusiasm, I compiled 
information about this fascinating, energetic, constantly moving city. 
A city that, like a Phoenix, rose from its ashes after it suffered a 15- 
minute German bombardment (14 May 1940) which almost 
completely destroyed the old City centre. Seven hundred and eleven 
citizens lost their lives; more than 80,000 people became homeless. 
Rotterdam resurrected after the war. The citizens of Rotterdam did 
not give up but started to rebuild their city with an insight, love, and Lianna with her Nephew Sjoerd in 
pride that these days is still almost tangible.

And so my nephew and I walked, cycled, lunched and 
talked through Rotterdam. We visited the Market Hall, the 
Cube Houses; we stopped at the Binnenhaven - now a great 
place to soak up the sun and to admire the house boats; we 
saw the White House, het Witte Huis, another iconic 
Rotterdam building that withstood the German massacre. 
We crossed the River Maas and visited the former Holland- 
America Line (HAL) building, which these days houses a 
brilliant restaurant and funky Hotel New York. It’s all too 
much really to describe in detail although each stop we 
made deserves a description. However, to prevent this write 
-up to be too much of a tourist guide for Rotterdam, I'll add some photographs only; every picture tells a 
story. 

We finished up at Melief Bender, the oldest (1876) and one of only a few old original brown cafes in 
Rotterdam that survived. As it was a sunny Friday at the start of the Whitsun long weekend, the outside 
areas were filled to the brim - with patrons, and bicycles, of course.

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A touch of Dutch 


A Touch of Dutch! 

The following article was found with no date mentioned other than a reference to Tony 
Blair promising Great Britain, that a Labour Government would turn Britain into a 
“Stakeholder” economy. The article was written by Adam Nicholson and was published in 
“The Herald” in Manchester. Tony Blair won Government in a landslide victory in 1997 
and became the youngest PM of Great Britain. 

Hence, the article must have appeared sometime in 1996/1997. 

Rather than republishing the entire article, we have condensed its contents and highlighted 
the most important observations, facts and figures mentioned in this article. Please bear in 
mind that this article was written 25 + years ago and some of these observations will have 
changed. References to GDP growth, inflation, wages growth etc. will have undoubtedly 
changed, and for that reason these references have been excluded. 

The Dutch have been exercising a “Stakeholder” economy since the United Seven 
Provinces fought for their independence from the Hapsburg Empire and King Phillipe of 
Spain in 1568. Survival at that time depended on the cooperation of minorities, on 
harnessing individual ambition for the common good. This concept continues up until 
today. Businesses compete against one another, but monopolies are very rarely formed. 
Every business can put in a bid for a contract without suffering financial loss if their bid is 
unsuccessful. This is because the winning bidder is obliged to refund the costs incurred by 
rival firms. This means that all bids are truly sharply priced with all foreseeable costs 
included. Firms that lost out on the bid are not financially worse off and can bid again on 
other contracts. In banking, if one bank was to raise its lending interest rates, it is a point of 
principle that they tell their competitors, before they do so. And competition for business is 
nevertheless fierce. 

The Dutch employ a system of cooperation where the overall health of the market is 
maintained and those firms falling below acceptable standards are educated and helped to 
bring the quality of their product up to the standard the market expects. 

For example, at the Aalsmeer Flower Market, all growers cooperatively own the 
auctioneers. This efficiency costs the growers a 4% levy, as opposed to a mark-up of 20% - 
30% by a Merchant. With a shared auction house, and the common aim of attracting and 
keeping the world’s buyers, it is in no growers interest to bring sub-standard goods to 
market. Everyone benefits from a consistently high quality supply of flowers. So, not only 
do the auctioneers employ pre-sale quality controllers, if a particular grower consistently 
produces poor quality goods, he or she is taken aside by his nominal competitors and shown

how to do it right. There is nothing soft-hearted about this. It is in fact self-interest at work, 
and its social function is no more than a side effect. Furthermore, all flowers that remain 
unsold at the end of an auction are incinerated. This is to prevent formation of a second 
market and thereby maintain one single, high quality market. 

Furthermore, the Dutch are very modest about their success. There is no boastfulness. For 
example, all flowers that are sold in Aalsmeer one day, will appear in a Florist Shop 
anywhere around the world and there will be no mark to identify it was sold through 
Aalsmeer. The Dutch simply get their work done, take their margin and move on. 

This then also explains why there are so many products that you may use daily, without 
even knowing it is a Dutch product. Here is a list of many products you will undoubtedly be 
familiar with. All of them are Dutch products. 

Flora Margarine, I can’t believe it’s not butter, tea made by Brooke Bond, Birds Eye, 
Batchelor Soup, Cup-a-Soup, Oxo, Walls Ice Cream. In Great Britain, people eat about 400 
pounds of Dutch food per year. More products such as, dairy products, pork, bacon, 
chocolate, beer, and ready-made chips, come from The Netherlands than any other 
European country. The Dutch make it, the Britons eat it. 

Then we look at personal health and beauty products. Surf and OMO are Dutch. So too are, 
Lux, Pears, Timotei, Dove, Sunsilk, Ponds, Vaseline, Faberge, Brut, Calvin Klein, as well 
as Chloé, Valentino and Fendi. The Clearblue One Step Pregnancy Test is also Dutch. The 
Tape Cassette and CD were Dutch inventions. The mechanism that make traffic lights work 
was also a Dutch invention. So too are the whole body scanners in hospitals, as are the 
energy saving light bulbs. The electric razor is also a Dutch invention. 

For tax reasons, IKEA is registered as a Dutch Company even though its origins come from 
Sweden. So too is the French car manufacturer, Citroén. The Rolling Stones roll their 
money through Dutch hands. 

All films and music produced by Polygram are Dutch. | 
Polygram is 90% owned by Philips, which is a Dutch « Oe 
electrical engineering company headquartered in E- zen ke y 
Eindhoven. The biggest company in Europe and third an ion 
biggest i in the world (at least back in 1997), is Shell Oil. : 
This is 60% owned by the Dutch. Ben y: 
ING Bank is a Dutch Banking company, and it took 
over Barings Bank in 1995 after Nick Leeson caused 
the collapse of Barings Bank having made $1.3 Billion 
in losses on unauthorised trades. (NB: In 2001, ING 
sold ING-Barings to another Dutch Bank ABN-Amro.) 
Of the entire European freight haulage business, 40% is in Dutch hands. In the UK, the 
Dutch control one third of all haulage businesses. They also control 10% of industry in the 
English Midlands. KLM owns Air UK. Rotterdam has the largest port in Europe. Around 
40% of German trade through to the Atlantic regions, passes through the port of Rotterdam. 
Many Japanese & Korean companies have set up their European distribution centers in the 
Netherlands. Two thirds of the Japanese firms and half of the Americans are controlled 
from the Netherlands. 

Foreign traders as well as visitors love the language skills of the Dutch. 73% of the Dutch 
speak at least one foreign language, 44% speak two foreign languages and 12% speak three. 
In contrast, only 20% of the English are said to be able to speak a foreign language, and 
even this number is considered to be an over-estimation.

Almere, the newest City in the Netherlands 


Almere is a City and Municipality in the 

Province of Flevoland in The Netherlands and it is 
situated across the IJsselmeer from Amsterdam. 
Almere is located in the polder called Southern 
Flevoland. It is the most Western Municipality of the 
Province Flevoland. 

Bordering Lelystad and Zeewolde, the Municipality 
of Almere comprises six official areas that are the districts of Almere Stad, Almere Buiten and 
Almere Pampus (which is currently being designed), and the Towns of Almere Haven, Almere 
Hout and Almere Poort. 

Almere is the newest city in the Netherlands. The land on which Waddenzee 
the city is built, the Southern Flevoland polder, was 

reclaimed from the IJsselmeer from 1959 to 1968. 

The very first house was finished in 1976 and Almere became 
a Municipality in 1984. 

It has the largest population of all the Municipalities in 
Flevoland with 214,715 citizens in 2021 and it is now the 8th 
largest city in the Netherlands. 

However, in October 2007, the City Council of Almere made 
agreements with the Dutch Government to expand the city to 
350,000 inhabitants by 2030. 

History: 

The original plans for the IJsselmeer polders were that the land “jG 
would be used solely for agriculture. However, after World War; Tee NI me 
II, housing was needed for the rapidly growing population 

of Amsterdam and two Towns were planned in the polders of 
East Flevoland and South Flevoland. The town in East Flevoland became Lelystad. The town in 
South Flevoland was still called South West Town on the first 
sketches, but in the 1970s it became the City of Almere, so named 
after the lake Almere, the early medieval name for the Zuiderzee. 


Planning the City: 

Originally, Almere was envisioned as a Town with multiple 

$ centres. There is also a difference between the way houses are built 
WA. ©, in the oldest and the newest parts of the city.
